Bee Line for Freights from the Missis- 
sippi to New York.

NEW YORK, January 29.—The Times says 
this morning: The Continental Railway 
Company, which has undertaken the enter- 
prise of constructing a double track air line 
roud from New York to Chicago and Omaha, 
is formed by the consolidation of five compa- 
nies, organized under the laws of Iowa, Illi- 
nois, Indiana, Ohio and Pennsylvania. The 
present trunk lines, it is argued, 
were originally built for local purposes on 
circuitous routes chosen to avoid expense or 
to reach business centers. These roads, on 
account of the heavy grades and other faults 
of construction carry, on an average, only 
about 130 tons of freight to the engine, when 
the same power on moderate and uniform 
grades would be able to haul three 
times that amount. It is expected that this 
circumstance alone Mil enable the new road 
to cheapen greatly the prices of transporta- 
tion without lessening the profits. The sched- 
ule proposed is fifteen cents per bushel for 
grain from Chicago, eighteen cents from St. 


Louis, and twenty-four cents from 
Council Bluffs. The tariff on grain from 
Chicago. during the ast vear has 


usually been about 20e per bushel. The mana- 
vers believe this road will be ultimately taxed 
10 its ufmost capacity with rates at six mills 
per ton per mile for summer and seven mills 
lor winter traffic. The management will be— 
vin with starting eighty trains per day each 
way from Chicago and New York, which they 
expect the first six months to increase 
to a hundred trains a day each way. On this 
basis to begin with there will be 800 
trains each Way continually in motion, with 
the minimum amount of 24,000 tons of bulk 
always in transit between these two points. 
It is estimated that the annual earnings of the 
Continental Railway, at the same ratio as the 
earnings of the Pennsylvania be- 
tween Pittsburg and Jersey City, will 
be something over 8100, 000,000. The manize- 
ment, however, on its own figures caleulate 
upon a gross income of at least $68,000,000 per 
unnum derived from freights. ‘To perform 
this work 1,400 locomotives and 55,000 freight 


ears will be required ut the outset. 
The estimated cost of the Con- 
tinental Railway, including = stations, 


vrounds, equipment, machine shops, water 
tanks and all properjv and necessary appli- 
undes to put the road in first-class running 
order is $100,000,000, All of this amount at 
present required has been pledged by prom- 
inent capitalists of Europe and America. Chi- 
cago is the first objective point which will be 
reached inside of two vears from tne present 
time. When this distance of 786 miles is 
put in compicte ‘running order, the work of 
construction will be pushed forward on the 
remainder of the route as rapidly as possible. 
Nearly all the contracts for the grading and 
construction of the bridges and culverts for 
this portion of the road have alreadybeen made, 
and in a few weeks ten thousand men 
will be put to work at various 
points along the route. The gauge adopted 
is 4 feet 8+: inches, to correspond with that of 
the great system of Western railways, of 
which it is expected the Continental will be- 
come the outlet to the seaboard. The equip- 
ment adapted to the business of railroads will 
require an expenditure of $30,000,000. Two 
surveys have been made across 
the Alleghany Mountains, for the purpose of 
securing the lowest possible grade and small- 
est possible curvature. The total distance 
consumed in curvature between Jersey City 
and Council Bluffs is nine-six miles, with 
grades nowhere exceeding thirty feet to the 
mile going east, and forty feet to the mile go- 
ing west, the maximum curves being four de- 


grees on a radius of 1.4 fect.

AN OPEN LETTER. 


A Proposed Change in Our Faulty 
Criminal Jurisprudence. 
Iion. Charles P'. Johnson, 

Sr. Louts, January 13th, 1881. —8 in, I take 
this liberty partly because of your official po- 
sition as Chairman of the House Committee 
on Criminal Jurisprudence and partly be- 
cause vou are specially fitted by your intimate 
knowledge of Criminal law, the progressive 
character of your mind to listen to the sug- 
eestions [ am about to make. I propose a 
change in the law of Criminal proceedings 
that will allow a defendant who has been ar- 
rested and imprisoned, or admitted to bail 
and indicted, to be tried without respect to his 
presence or absence. As the law now stends 
atrial cannot be hadin the defendant’s ab- 
sence. Ought this to be so? Let us examine 
the question. There are two parties whose 
rights and whose interests are to be consulted 
and conserved, namely, society and the de- 
tendant. Society is interested in two ways, 
and these are opposite ways. On the hy- 
pothesis of defendant’s guilt, society is in- 


terested in having him punished, but 
even on this hypothesis the _ state- 
ment must be essentially modified. Society 


is interested in having him punished, but only 
according to law. Society and every man con- 
stitmimg society is vitally interested in having 
no man punished, however humble and how- 
ever guilty, without a trial, a fair trial with 
all the processes of law for a full defense. 
Society, then, considered as prosecutor, and 
an hypothesis of defendant’s guilt, is inter- 
ested in securing to him opportunity and 
means fora full hearing and defense. Buton the 
hypothesis of his innocence by which there is 
a technical presumption, of course society is 
interested in his making a defense that shall 
be successful. That the other party, the de- 
fendant, is interesting in his having opportun- 
ity to defend, need not be stated. To sum 
up, both parties, and on each hypothesis, are 
interested in giving defendant a hearing. 

Now take another step. If defendant has 
been arrested on a criminal charge, he has the 
most solemn form of notice. Besides that, if 
admitted to bail hesolemnly pledges himself to 
appear to the charge. If he break jail 
surely the fact should not inure by aid of law 
to his advantage. The question is, Why 
should he not be tried in his voluntary ab- 
sence? If he has a good defense he will not be 
absent, but will desire trial in order to obtain 
nequittal. He will object to trial in his ab- 
sence only because he is guilty. But if guilty 
his objection toa trial on the mere ground of 
his own voluntary absence cannot be heard. 

The law must be framed to punish, not to ab- 
solve, the guilty. 

Though the defendant cannot be heard to 
object can society abject? If it would wrong 
the defendanteven though guilty society it- 
self should object, for it is the interest of so- 
ciety that no citizen, whether innocent or 
guilty, should be wronged. But how can it 
wrong the defendant’ Ile has been duly 
charged and had notice of the charge.gThough 
hound to furnish him all legal means of de- 

fense, society is not bound to defend him. If 
he clects to absent himself let him do so at his 
own peril. Society has done its full part. Let 
it proceed as soon as practicable to produce in 
court the evidence of his crime and procure 
a judgment of conviction. Thenif witnesses 

die or are seattered the public are not sacri- 

need. Exactly this is the course pursued in 
civil judicature and no one would have the 
follyand hardihood to complain of it. Ifa 
manis sued for ten dollars or ten thousand it 
is his own fault if he makes no defense. I am 

unable to see why the same reasoning is not 

applicable to a criminal case. There may be a’ 
question whether the proposed change conflicts 

With section 22 of the Bill of Rights, which se- 

cures to the accused “the right to meet the wit- 

nesses against him face to face.“ It is certain 

that the suggested change does not take away 

that right. The most that it does is to allow 

the accused himself to waive it. It only pro- 

vides that if he chooses to violate his solemn 

pledge in being admitted to bail or if he com- 

mits the crime of breaking jail it shall be his 

right to forego the right, at his own election, 

to meet the witnesses face to face. But I have 

not examined adjudication on the point and 

hence give no opinion. 

Lean think of two good results that will 

accrue from the suggested change. First, 

the law will not then offer a premium to the 

breaking of jailand to the jumping of bail. 

Observe, [do not say that a defendant, after 

the proposed change will not be tempted to 


either of these things. I only 
say that he will not be tempted 
by the law itself. At present, if he 


escape and avoid re-arrest for a few years, 
the death or removal of indispensable wit- 
nesses Will make it entirely safe for him to re- 
turn to an abortive trialor a nolle pros. As 
the law now stands, it affirmatively tempts 
him to break jailor jump his bond. If the 
proposed change is made, he will find no 
temptation in the law itself to make his eseape 
only to be liable to rearrest on a judgment of 
conviction. He — et a profit in perma- 
nently punishment. But at any rate 
the law will not aid him in getting the profit. 
Secondly, (and this I think of great account) 
on principle and apart from all questions of 
practical results, the law should not, even in 
theory aid criminals in misconduct. He who 
breaks jail or jumps his bond, should under- 
stand that so far as the law itself is concerned, 
he may lose something, but shall gain nothing.

JEFFERSON CITY, January 28, 1881. 
The Thirty-First General Assembly is per- 
haps the most decorous and conservative body 
that has assembled in Jefferson City for twen- 
ty-five years. The Senate is absolutely sol- 
emn, and the House almost well-behaved. 
The irreverent members of the third house 
have always called the upper branch the “fowl 
roost,’’ and if the ow] is to be taken as the 
ideal of gravity and concealed wisdom, the 
term is more apt then ever. The Senate of the 
Thirtieth Assembly may have been an ‘‘owl 
roost,” but there were enough ambitious and 
ill-tempered birds in it to keep things stirred 
up lively, not to say in a state of turmoil. The 
iron-willed Brockmeyer presided then, and 
the sound of his gavel meant “come to order,“ 


and order it was. Bob“ Wilson, of Platte, 
was on the floor, and he led a stubborn little 
faction that voted as one man. He was at 
daggers pointsin all matters of legislation 
with the fiery Sam Major, of Howard, 
who, on account of his long, highly- 
strained and clearly-cut physique, was always 
called the thoroughbred.“ Sam also had a 
stubborn constituency which would stick to 
him if it took all night to ballot, and so,when- 


ever Wilson and his cohorts were Known to 
favor a measure, he found himself arrayed 


against the Major and his detachment.

stood the genial, popular Bob Claiborne, who 
headed a little band of guerillas, that fought 
now under the banner of Platte, and now 
move the colors of the tall svcamore of How- 
ard.

den. The Senate is a fine looking body of 
men, and, by the way, did any one ever think 
of what an exceptionally tine looking set of 
men, With possibly one or two excep- 
tions, the new State oflicers really are. 
The silver-haired, ruddyCrittenden, the stal- 
wart Campbell, the towering Walker, the re- 
tined Chappel, the rugged McCullough, and 
the impressive MeclIntvre, are all men that 
would attract more thay passing notice in a 
crowd. But to return tothe Senate. There

Sam Byrns, the youngest 
member, and the largest is a very tall, powerful 
man, Whose action in debate shows him to be 
the celebrated lawyer that he is in the south- 
east, and whose athletic manner shows him to 
be the lover of fieldsportsthatheis. Senator 
Bryns at home keeps a full pack of blooded 
hounds, and is to be found in the field during 
the hunting season with hounds in full cry 
and woe to the luckless deer, for he is 
reputed to be one of the most successful 
huntsmen in the Southeast. Senator Cabell is 
a fine type of a Southern gentleman of ad- 
vanced years. His extended experience in 
Congress and other legislative bodies gives 
him perfect ease upon the floor, and his in- 
fluence is marked. Rogers, the golden eagle 
Senator, is by all odds the handsomest mem- 
ver of the body, and his social success here 
would be overwhelming, were it not that Mrs. 
Senator Rogers is here with him to divide the 


laurels. Senator Gottschalk with his snow 
locks combed back, his French 
cut whiskers and moustache, always 
reminds one of one of the 


Imperial Guard, as they are seen in pictures. 
Senator James McGrath is perhaps the most

Being one of a minority of seven, he probably 
feels strange. John Y. Heard,a Sedalia law- 
yer, and for many years a politician, is one of 
the busiest members.

Morrison, the Speaker pro tem., is the oldest 
member of the Senate. He is called the Nestor. 
He lives away down in New 
Madrid, and opposes moving tne 
Capital to Sedalia, on the grounds that 
he would have further to come.

| The Extravagance of Tropical Lovers 
Quiet Church Weddings. 


Havana Letter to New York Graphic. 


Readers who have or have not been wog 
ed and won, evenin spite of the difticulties 
that often attend that exciting period of the 
lives of young men and women in this coun- 

ry, Will thank fortune that nothing more 
than an irate father or meddlesome mother 
or an empty pocket-book stood in the way of 
matrimonial bliss. During dinner one day | 
was observing, while talking, a scene that was 
taking place near the gates of an opposite 
house, and I will describe it, as it illustrates 
well the habits of the people in love affairs. A 
well-dressed young man was speaking from 
the outside with a pretty voung lady 
who was standing at one of the corners of the 
window. The lover was in such a position 
that the personsavho were in the parlor of the 
young lady’s house could not see him. Some- 
times it happened that one of them e ch- 
ed the window; she-then gave notice to the 
young man, and he would immediately start 
and stop at the corner of the block and stay 
there watching. As soon as the risk was over 
he would come slowly to his post, in order to 
continue his interrupted conversation. What 
a troublesome way of courting a lady! 
Tu notice I gave to the others of what 
was going on afforded me much information 
as to this method of courtship. Sometimes 
this sort of thing is going on at each window 
of the one-story houses, and not infrequently 
two in each may be seen. This generally on- 
curs when the suitor is not admitted to the 
house on account of not huying an _ introduc- 
tion or When the parents of the girl disap- 
prove the acquaintance of their daughter with 
the suitor. This method, however, is gener- 
ally condemned and avoided even by the 
voung men, who fear to deprecate the char- 


acter of the object of their affections. If they 
cannot Visit them they take ad- 
vantage of 


all OR ee of 
seeing them in public places as 
ut church or the theater or possibly at the 
house of a commonfriend. The chief re- 
source used is à correspondence, in which the 
servants, and Wmetimes the friends, of the 
young lady act as mediator. Some ox. these 
ove-letters are very funny; the love-stricken 
heroes put the powers of the pento the ut- 
most; they exhaust their erudition and in- 
dulge in hyperbole, metaphors and similes to 
an alarming extent, in order to show the ve- 
hemence ot their passſon and make the most 
impossible promises. The following is a copy 
of one written, evidently. by a student, whieh 
strikes one as an amusing burlesque, but 
which undoubtedly was intended to express a 
great deal: 

„Miss our beautiful image had _ scarcely 
struck the retina pf my eye by means of a 
convergent ray when my cava Vena Was filled 
with het blood, as if I had tasted the nectar 
of the gods or the heavenly ambrosia, ete.” 

Endearments of this kind are frequent and 
dre often kept up for ycars, and even then do 
not end in marriage. It is not uncommon for 
the lover to disappoint-his enamorado under 
frivolous.pretexts, on account of natural con- 
stancy or for a more golden prospect, for the 
wealth of the young lady is the leading re- 
quisite. It is said, in justice to the 
tuir sex, that they are very seldom inconstant, 
scarcely ever dismissing a lover ex- 
cept for very powerful reasons. Cubans gen- 
erally marry rather late in life—the men 
wehn about thirty and the women when about 
twenty-five. This is rather singular consid- 
ering the influence of the climate. The rea- 
son for it is hard to find, and no satisfactory 
one has ever been giver. It is rather singu- 
lar that one of the rules respecting marriage 
is the same in Cuba as in many parts of the 
United States, particularly in New York. The 
bridegroom and bride start from the church 
where the ceremony is performed on a trip into 
the country, where they stay fora week or 
two. Then they return to the city and give 
notice of the marriage to their friends, Who 
immediately go to greet them. The greatest 
possible secrecy is, however, observed in the 
performance of the ceremony, which takes 
place at the time the churches are empty, or 
leave is obtained from the bishop to be mar- 
ried at the lady’s residence. The laws of. the 
church forbid marriages with persons of dif- 
ferent religious belief or among near rela- 
tives. The latter rohibition is, 
however, easily surmounted by paying the 
bishop a sum, the amount of which increases 
in proportion to the intimacy of the kindred. 
For legitimat®marriages the consent of the 
father is necessary; if these be dead, that of 
the mothers most be secured. Lastly, t»at of 
the paternal or maternol grandfather, of the 
tutor, and in default of these persons, of the 
judge, provided the age ofthe individuals to 
be married be over a certain limit, will be suf- 
ficient. Clergymen and mus are not allowed 
to marry, but widowers, even with children, 
are allowed to become clergyman. 


The Negroes in North Carolina. 
From the Raleigh Farmer. 
Race troubles are nearly extinct with us. 
The better elements of the negro people ris- 


ing; the worse elements sinkinzg—througch 
vice, crime, whisky and want. Many of the 
viler sort have exodusted North and West. 


Already there isa pronounced aristocracy 
among the negroes. At their fashionable 
weddings the array of silks, white kids and 
jewelry is gorgeous. There are blacks in Ra- 
leigh worth from $5,000 to $10,000 in good city 
property. There are negroes in this county 
who own 200 acre farms, with all necessary 
improvements. One recently built a school- 
house for his neighbors and got a country 
road changed to pass his house.

NIAGARA HACKMEN. 


An Effort to Abate the Nuisance of the 
Falls by New Legislation. 
Special Correspondence Chicago Times. 

NIAGARA Fals, January 20.—While the 
ice scenery here is attracting the attention of 
tourists, the people of this village are devo- 
ting their time to the discussion of a proposed 
police bill. By its regulations the villages of 
Niagara Falls and Suspension Bridge are to be 
made a police district, with a police justice in 
each place. The justices are to be appointed 
the first year by the Governor, and afterward 
by the presiding justice of the fourth depart- 
ment otthe Supreme Court of the State, lo- 
cated at Buffalo. The bill is a very long 
one, and has forty or more _ pro- 
Visions. It was gotten up quietly, anda 
mecting to consider it was held on Saturday 
evening last, at which but few were present. 
Last evening, however,at an adjourned meet- 
ing, more were in attendance, including a re- 
porter forthe Niagara Falls Gazette anda 
representative of the Times. The meeting 
lasted till midnight, and there was much heat- 
ed discussion. Its ostensible purpose is to 
better the police sefvice of the two towns, 
and thus hold the hackmen in check, but it is 
generally considered here as a transparent 
dodge to virtually render the present village 
governments inoperative, and throw the pow- 
er into the hands of a few dissatisfied outs. 

The inside of the outrageous treatment re- 
ceived by visitors has never been generally 
understood, but I will try, through the medi- 
um of the Times, to make it clear. The two 
great evils are extortion and excessive solici- 
tation. The over-charges complained of are 
oftener made by the keepers of places of in- 
terest’? than by the hack-drivers, and on the 
Canada side than here. Saul Davis’ place— 
the museum—jis a notoriously costly estab- 
lishment to visit. The business of driy- 
ing hacks in this place, like most paying busi- 
nesses everywhere, is largely overdone, and 
often there are many more drivers than visi- 
tors. This was notably thecase one day last 
week, where fourteen drivers pursued a man 
and his wife the whole length of the street. 
If you hesitate to take a carriage the driver 
offers to take you to see all the sights at ridic- 
ulously low rates. Then, when he gets you 
where you can see the spray of the falls, he 
turns you out, and vou have to make a new 
bargain. But the driver can well afford to 
curry his victim for nothing. He is in league 
with every catchpenmy gate in the neighbor- 
hood. The only place which pays him no 
tribute is Goat Island, and for this reason no 
one is urgedto go there by the jehu of Niag- 
ura. Half of all entrance fees paid by the tour- 
ist go to the man of the hack who brings him 
in, and one quarte: of all moneys spent in 
curiosity shops and the like is his also. This 
rule is slightly varied in Prospect Park, where 
he gets nothing of the entrance fee, but, in 
case he persuades his victim to descend the 
inclined railway, he gets it all. If a driver 
manages the unfortunate tourist skillfully he 
makes $4 50 or thereabouts out of each one, 
exclusive of his commissions on curiosity 
sales, ete. The hotels are in league with the 
hackmen, and, in view of this, itis supremely 
ridiculous for them to raise a crv against the 
drivers. 

Hackmen are divided into two classes: 
„Inside,“ or hotel hackmen, and ‘*outside,’’ 
or independent hackmen. The inside men 
wear the badge of the hotel to which they are 
attached, but are in no other way connected, 
save that they pay the hotel a quarter of all 
the bleedings they make their passengers suf- 
fer. Consequently they are encouraged to 
exact as much as possible from eaeh one. The 
short-sichtedness of this policy is plain to 
evervone but the publicans themselves. Gen- 
tlemen with their families will sometimes 
come here intending to remain some time, 
but the first day’s enormous expenses invaria- 
bly frighten them, and they take the first train 
forhome. In regard to the abuse of solicita- 
tion, it may be said that a special enactment 
ofthe Legislature makes it a misdemeanor 
for a hackman to ask for custom onthe streets.

stitutional night of every citizen. In nine 
cases out of ten the jury ts composed of hack- 
men, or their friends, who are directly inter- 
exited in the acquittal of their delinquent 
brother. No matter, then, how strong a case 
is made out, the hackman gets off free. This 
state of affairs is regretted by no one more 
deeply than by the people of the village itself. 
They see thatthe name of Niagara Falls is 
synonomous With extortion, and are anxious 
to better matters. And in this, lam sure, 
everybody joins. Should the proposed inter- 
national park be established, and the laws 
enforced as they should be, Niagara Falls 
willbecome much more popular us 4a resort 
than it is now. KEYM.

THERE is great demand for an amendment 
to the libel law of Missouri, so far as relates to 
the press. It is a well known fact that two- 
thirds of the libel suits brought against news- 
papers are instigated by legal shysters who 
have no other object than to extort money. 
Half of them are simply attempts at black- 
mail, Searcely a month passes that some 
newspaper in St. Louis doesn’t pay some 
knave fifty ora hundred dollars to abandon a 
contemplated libel suit, simply to avoid costs 
and annoyance, Ninety percent of the libel 
suits against the press are based on technieali- 
ties and do not show malice or intent upon 
the part of the offenders. To defend them 
costs money and blackguards, knowing this, 
tuke advantage of the severely liberal laws 
to commence What are simply malicious 
prosecutions. It is impossible to printa daily 
newspaper without occasionally doing wrong 
to somebody. All the care in the world 
will not prevent errors of judgment or infor- 
mu ion. For our own part, we prefer to de- 
fend libel suits rather than compromise with 
blackmailers, but what we want is an amend- 
ment to the existing statute giving the press 
the right to bring counter actions against peo- 
ple who commence proceedings under“ the 
libel law for the sole purpose of extorting 
money. If wecould have the privilege of 
suing the people who bring malicious suits 
against us, alleging things they know to be 
false, we could’ recover damages enough in 
the course of a vear to materially swell our 
dividends, and at the same time we might 
force a number of contemptible shvsters of St. 
Louis into the rural districts to earn honest 
livings. To charge a newspaper with wilfull 
malice in publishing news matter, when the 
wilegation can not be sustained, is libelous and 
injurious in the extreme and there should be 
some protection for publishers as well as for 
the general public. Some benevolent states- 
mun at Jefferson City should give this matter 
nis undivided attention.

Heretofore the highest it cost us for pensions 
has been $29,000,000 a year. The United 
States, pays more for pensions than all the 
rest of the Governments ofthe world. Of 
course, Congress had no idea what it was do- 
ing when it passed the CUMMINGs bill.

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CAPITAL GOSSIP. 


What Our Legislators are Doing at. 
Jefferson City. 


Sights and Scenes at the Capital—Hew 
Gambling is Slyly Indulged In— 
Legislative Points. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, MO., January 28.—Every 
one complains of “the dull session.“ The 
keepers of the public resorts are loudest of all 
in the general wail. Itis a fact that the town 
was never so orderly during a Legislative 
winter in many years. Early in the evening 
the Madison Hotel lobby is thronged by mem- 
bers and others, but they begin to drop 
out strictly after nine o’clock, and by eleven 
o’clock there is nothing in the appear- 
ance of the hotel office or the 


streets to indicate the presence in the little 
city of any unusual body of men. By mid- 
night the town has gone to sleep. A few 
‘lights burnin front of saloons, but the at- 
tendants yawn by the stoves. At the Madison 
a little knot of members or lobbyists is await- 
ing the West bound train, to see who comes 
up from St. Louis. At 1:15 o’clock a half 


dozen half frozen men climb the steep 
capital hill, each with his ttle 
axe carefully coucealed under his 
ulster. The waiting friends greet the arriy- 


uls, there is a few moments whispering in lit- 
tle knots, a night-cap is taken, they all retire 
and the town is handed over to the night 
porters and the solitary policeman who goes 
into the all-night saloon and tells the sleepy 
barkeeper that things ‘‘ain’t like they were in 
the 27th.“ As in all country towns the people 
rise early. At the Tennessee House, where 
the farmers board in a body, breakfast is 
served at six o’clock. The 
grangers who retired at 8 o’clock the night 
before, arise at five, and sit around the of- 
fice stove and talk about road laws and the 
necessity of enforcing a uniform trimming of 
hedges. By S o’cloek they are at the capitol, 
execrable morning paper which 
The House meets at 9:30. 
The Senators arrive later than their brethren 
ofthe Lower House, and assemble at the 
more dignified hour of ten. There is 
little dissipation noticeable. This is proba- 
bly due as much to the fact that the appropria- 
tion bill has not vet passed, and that none of 
the members have received any money as to 
their disposition in the matter. The passage 
of this bill is a consummation devoutly prayed 
for by the landlords andthe gentlemanly dis- 
pensers of very bad whisky. Pokeris played

The 
cheerful sounds of the keno goose 
as it disgorges its filling of balls, 
is heard also. One gontleman 


has a keno game at one end of his establish- 
ment, Which is known as the “‘House,’’ and a 
faro game atthe other end, which is called 
the“ Senate.“ Should the statesman win at 
faro he has the opportunity of losing at keno; 
or should the lightning strike him in the

They admit that 
the State house is not the most palatial struc- 
ture in the Union, but as the State has just put

submit the amendment to the people will 
never pass both Houses, although two years 
ago it received within four votes of the re- 
quired Constitutional majority of two-thirds of 
all the members-elect. 

The biennial raid upon the Penitentiary is 
being made by several members, who allege 
in a Vague manner all sorts of corruption and 
fraud in its management. A lot of stuff has 


been published in the Sedalia Eagle, a paper 
edited by Milo Blair, alleging fraud in the 
sale of wood, in the hiring of a boat, in the 
management of the farm in Callaway 
county where the produce used in 
the Penitentiary is raised, and it was 


also charged that a deputy of the Warden, 
named Gordan, was making a fat thing by 
feeding hogs within the penitentiary enclos- 
ure. The House Committee on Pententiary 
has asked Milo Blair for the name of the man 
making the charges, and if he will come out 
from behind his nom de plume, express a de- 
sire to investigate the matter. Another im- 
portant matter that is claiming attention is the | 
subject of State printing. The work has 
been let out by contract, and the successful 
bidder was forced to take the work at such 
low rates that he is unable to hire competent 
printers. Asa result, the bills ordered print- 
ed are far behind, and the Senate was forced 
to adjourn twice this week on account of the 
delay. There is a strong effort being made to 
induce the Legislature to restore 
the office of State Printer, thé Governor 
to appoint him until the fall of 1882, and the 
veople to elect thereafter. The proposition to

The Jews in Germany. 
From the Contemporary Review. 

In France the Jews have not byt only been 
admitted to equal citizen rights, they have en- 
joyed an absolute social equality; and the 
reason of this has been found in the fact that 
in proportion as a country has fallen away 
from its former faith so much the more read- 
ily it has adopted and fused all foreign ele- 
ments into its own social system. But if ever 
a country were free of religious prejudices, 
had stripped off all lingering remnants of her 
ancient faiths, had proclaimed frankly a phil- 
osophic indifference to, and appreciation of, 
all creeds alike, that country is emphatical- 
ly Germany. Of Protestanism it 
is Vain to talk. Pericles and Alcibiades were 
not more completely and frankly Pagan or 
less trammeled by prejudice than the Prus- 
siun statesman and warrior ofto-day. There 
are believing Christians in Germany, but who 
holds them to be of any account. The Pro- 
testant Church“ is a dismal spectacle of 
dwindling indifferentism ;the Catholie Church 
has fallen a prey to the Protestant Inquisition 
of Falk renown, and religionists of all de- 
nominations are treated by ‘‘the general“ 
either as hypocrites and time-serVers or as 


illiterate imbeciles whose “vain 
babblings’’ are of no account. 
It is nat religion of the Jews that 


“stinks”? in German ‘‘nostrils.’’ No ‘‘eul- 
tured’’ German cares what the particular 
„ doxy' of his neighbor is. His fear and ha- 
tred of the Jew grow out of material grounds, 
and is a life question, of far more vital impor- 
tance to him than the relative value of the 
Testament or the Talmud. To an Englishman 
German Liberalism is a hybrid creature, lame 
of three legs and blind of one eye, and thusit 
is necessary to explain—if,indeed, explanation 
in its rational sense be possible—the position of 
the German Liberals in this matter of philo- 
Semitism. The Jew, having equal burgher 
rights with his Teutonic brother, no r 
ot race or faith should bar his path. Berlin 
has fewer Christian churches than any city of 
like size in Christendom. Yet one of these 
churches was lately given tothe Jewish com- 
munity forasynagogue. The Mayor of Ber- 
lin isa Jew. The late President of the Ger- 
man Parliament, Simpson, wasaJew. Two- 
thirds of the lawyers of higher or lower sta- 
tus in Berlin are Jews. Lasker, as is well 
known, is a Jew. The whole of the so-called 
„Liberal“ press is in the hands of the Jews. 
Naturally the bankers, financiers and leading 
shopkeepers of the capital are Jews. The 
country which has just erected a statue to Spi- 
noza, which was the birthplace of the Mendels- 
sohns, (Moses Mendelssohn the philosopher, 
and Felix the composer,) of Heine and Borne, 
of Meyerbeen and Offenbach and Auerbach, of 
the giited Rahel von Ense, Prof. Ewald, and a 
score of other illustrious Hebrews, could not 
afford to treat its adopted children on other 
than the broadest principles of liberty, 
equality and fraternity. Last among the 
European nations to grant equal rights to the 
Hebrew race, Germany, the country of cul- 
ture, the home of philosophy, the fosterer of 
rational ideas, the furtherer of enlightenment, 
the pioneer of education, must leave all petty 
prejudice in the background, and hold the 
even-handed scales of justice between the 
children, bone of her bone and flesh of her 
flesh, and those step-children of alien race 
who claim an cqual right to her maternal 
care.

The Czar’s Little Wife. 
From the Paris Figaro. 

There is in St. Petersburg an institution 
modelled after the Saint Cyr of Madame de 
Maintenon. It receives only the young or- 
phaned daughters of noblemen. The Czar is 
at the head of this institution, The Czarina 
Marie gave it her benevolent care. She was, 
as the Russians say, the first orthodox Em- 
press, and they venerated her as the equal of 
a Saint. 

Catherine Dolgorouki, who came of an an- 


cient house that traces its origin back 
to Saint Vladimir, was placed in this 
institution at five years of gage. 


It is difflult for us with our democratic ways 
to comprehend the sentiments a Russian feels 
for the one he calls, Father,“ and who is at 
the same time his Sovereign and his Pope. 
When the Emperor visits the institution he is 
the object of manifestations and of an enthu- 
siasm that are almost idolatrous. They tear 
his handkerchief into little pieces and divide 
it among themselves as if it were the relic of a 
saint, and cut hair from his favorite dog and 
wear it in lockets. 

One day the Emperor was boating on the 
pond in the park with several of the young 

yensioners, and one of the young girls threw 
Levant fate the water, hoping that the pre- 
tended accident would touch the heart of her 
sovereign and draw his attention to her. It 
ix needless to say to say that her eccentricity 
did not produce the desired effect. 

Catherine Dolgorouki shared the follies of 
her companions. She was of a nervous tem- 
perament and easily moved. She was about 
thirteen when she fainted away one day on 
the Emperor’s speaking to her. The Czar 
was greatly touched, helped to revive and re- 
assure her, and the following day sent to in- 
quire after her. From that day the little 

-rincess held a place in his thoughts. And 
on her part she spoke of the Emperor to her 
companions as Mile. de la Valliere used to 
speak of Louis XIV. In her seventeenth year 
—— was appointed maid of honor tothe Em- 
press and appeared at court. 

The Princess Catherine is thirty years of 
age. She ie very pretty. There is more of 
grace and sweetness in her beauty than bril- 
liancy. She fs of medium height and spare, 
and her hair is of that beautiful auburn gold- 
en chestnut that the English so much admire.

Willigm Krgetzel Tried for Murder 
at Clayton and Discharged. 


One of te Shortest Murder Trials on 
Record, Lasting Only Four Hours. 


Yesterday one of the shortest murder trials 
on recérd was disposed of at Clayton, the 


ward charged with the murder of Charles 
Sepmeer. The case had been docketed a 
number of times, and yesterday came to trial, 


——— 


ofthe county, appearing for the State, aud 
Mr. James J. MeBride, of this city, for the de- 
fense. A special panel of forty jurors from 


jury was selected; Louis C. Vandover, Martin 
Hildebrand, Louis Sappington, Albert Kyle, 
James Becker; Harry L. Tompkins, Richard 
Anderson, Fred Bohn, B. C. Garland, Michael 
Rumgel, Christ Corbin and Louis Herzog. 
The facts elicited at the trial yesterday were 
about as follows: Knoetzel, the accused man, 
kept a saloon on the Columbia Bottom road, 
and on the night of October 13, 1879, Sep- 
meier, a farmer who had been te the cy to 
dispose of some farm stuff, stepped at the 
saloon to get a drink. He was already well 
under the influence of liquor,and Knoetzel re- 
fused to give him anvthing more to drink. 
Though neighbors and old acquaintances Knoet- 
zel’s refusal caused an angry dispute which 
resulted in a scuffle. Herman Jutte and Ru- 
dolph Goetter of St. Louis were in the saloon 
ut the time. Whenthe men were sepirated 
Sepmeer was in an unconscious condition and 
lay onthe floor as if dead. Kneetzel, with 
the assistance of the witnesses put Sepmeier 
into his wagon and started the horses home. 
At 2 o’clock the following merning Mrs. Sep- 
meier, the d@ceased’s wife was awakened bv 
the horses neighing outside the door. She found 
her husband lying in the bed of the wagon 
still unconscious. With the assistanee ofa 

hired man she carried him inte the house, 
where he died four days later. Up te this 
point in the trial it seemed that the prisoner 
would certainly be found guilty ef murder in 
the first degree. The next withess introduc- 
ed was Dr. Otto Leaderle, who beld a post- 

mortem e>amination on the body. He testifi- 
ed that he found the liver and brain 
in a diseased condition superinduced 
by excessive drinking and did not 
believe that the kicks and blews alleged to 

have been inflicted by Knoetzel caused physi- 

cal injuries sufficient to produce death, and 
further, attributed the death to 3 re- 

sulting from alchohol. Mr. McBride here 

asked for instructions to acquit the prisener, 

which were granted and the trial was conclud- 
ed. This,“ said Mr. McBride, “is the short- 
est murder trial I have ever witnessed and I 
have,in thirty-two years, tried nearlyj: hundred 
cases myself. The empanejling of the jury, 
examination of witnesses and all the work 
was done inside of four hours.’ 


KEOKUK PACKET CASE. 


The Motion for Contempt Before Judge 
Lindley. 

As soon as Judge Lindtey’s court met this 
morning, after the disposal of twoor three 
minor cases, Judge Madill arose and stated 
that he was ready to read the return fo the 
rule made by the Court asking Richard C. 
Gray, Thomas II. Griffith, James Ward, 
Danns Hunkin, Thomas B. Hill aud Charles 
Green to come forward and show cause 
why they should not be punished 
forcontempt of court in the manner ex- 
plained below. The document as read by 
Judge Madill is a lengthy one, and consumed 
at ast half an hour in the reading. Hitherto 
the trouble in the Keokuk Northern Line liti- 
vation bas only been given from the Davidson 
stumipoint. The return made by Judge Ma- 
dill gives the Gray side of the story, and for 
an uaprejudiced understanding of the whole 
case itis necessary that the points made by 
the Judge be noted. 

In the first place, the respondents admit 
that W. F. Davidson is a stockholder in tae 
Keokuk Northern Line and that he claims to 
be a ereditor of said company to the extent of 
more than 375,000. They deny that the cor- 
porationis indebted to himin any such sum. 
They admit the appointment by the court on 
October 28. 1680, of Samuel C. Clubb-as re- 
coiver of the Keokuk Northern Line. The 
court record is further shown up where- 
in William F. Davidson, Peter Conrad, 
John Shethar and Abram X. Hutchinson 
were removed froin their positions as officers 
and directors of the Keokuk Northern Line be- 
cause “they had abused their trust and had 
heen guilty of gross misconduct.’’ An elee- 
tion Was held to fill these vacancies, which re- 
sulted in the choice of David A. Powell, Hen— 
ry Lowrey. N. C. Kerns and Thomas B. IIIll, 
and Dartus Hunkins was elected President of 
the board. 

They admit that the Receiver took posses— 
sion of some of the property. but they deny 
that he took possession of it all. It is rdmit- 
ted that Lowrey, Powell and Jouson pretest- 
ced against the resolution of the board declarinz 
that the Keokuk Northern Line was unable 
to pay its debts, but they deny that the pro— 
testers really believed that the company was 
solvent, or really believe it now. :

They averthat this deed does convey 
to Charles Green all of the property of said 
company, but they deny that this conveyance 
is Without valuable consideration, and that 
the purpose of the deed was not to hinder or 
delay creditors or to embarrass this honorable 
court, but to assist the same.
